LARS: I play guitar! 


PROGRESS: That’s all you do on this album? 
LARS: Yeah... 


PROGRESS: And Jacob from INVOCATOR 
play the drums! 
JACOB: Yeah, and some solos & some back- 
ing vocals too... 


PROGRESS: Schultz; what do you do then? 
SCHULTZ; | play bass, and a few solos! 


PROGRESS: And who are you, — you’re Jan, 
or... 

DAY: Yes but don’t tell anybody (We won't! — 
Ed.), | don’t wanna be ” Jan from EDGE OF 
SANITY” on this album, — so my name is ” Day 
DiSyraah”. I do the vocals, and backing vo- 
cals,..And some piano as well! 


PROGRESS: Piano??? How did you learn 
that? 
DAY: By myself... 


PROGRESS: How old are you? 

DAY: I'm 18. 

LARS: I'm 19. 

JACOB: I'm 20. 

SCHULTZ: I'm too old... (he is thinking...) 
’'m2l/! 


PROGRESS: That means your audience is 
much younger than you, some of you INVO- 
CATOR-people said in an interwiev that most 
of the fans are between 14 & 16, — is that why 
you read Donald-Duck-comix, and drink 
cola? Shouldn’t you drink beer, take speed, 
and smell like *real men’’??? 

SCHULTZ: Yop man... It’s mostly because we 
wanna create an image, so the fans can see 
we're like them; and then we'll have even mo- 
re people coming to our shows! (Laughter). 


PROGRESS: You really mean that don’t you? 
SCHULTZ: That's just the way we are! 


PROGRESS: Really? 

SCHULTZ: Well, it’s only because of the inter- 
wiev: normaly we run our lives much more 
violently...

PROGRESS: Lars, how is it to play with 
people from other bands? Isn’t it unsatisfying 
for you at times?

— We can practise when-ever we 
want, and we don't have these regular days 
where we " work’ , that’s just cool! 


PROGRESS: You don’t dream about scree- 
ming girls, tours & fame? 
LARS: Well, that could be fun, but you know... 


PROGRESS: You don’t have any plans of 
changing the line-up, so that MACERATION 
has a more fair chance to develope seperately 
as a “real” band ? 

LARS: No... 


PROGRESS: Why not find somebody that 
has, let’s say, *more time and interest”? 
LARS: Well , why should I? 


PROGRESS: What would you think if TUR- 
BO MUSIC (the label...) were to label the re- 
cord with a small sticker saying: “Featuring 
members of INVOCATOR & EDGE OF 
SANITY!”? 

LARS: Well, that’s not important: as long as 
we're having fun! 

JACOB: We got an application from TURBO 
if INVOCATOR were interested in a record- 
deal. Well, we couldn't do that! So we just 
said: what about MACERATION instead? We 
mailed them this live/rehearsal demo, and they 
liked it! 

PROGRESS : So they knew that you were 
1/2 INVOCATOR people? 

JACOB: Yeah, they knew it from the start! But 
they really said they liked MACERATION, 
and the deal was done! 


PROGRESS: How many albums did MACE- 
RATION sign for? 

LARS: One album, but they have the... 
JACOB: Two albums!!! 

LARS: What? Wasn't it just one??? 


PROGRESS: You’re the boss Lars! You 
should know such things! (Lars is laughing...) 
JACOB: The deal is for two years, and I think 
two albums would be cool! 


PROGRESS: How is it then, being in front 
of all this! You said once that MASTER, 
ABOMMINATION & SPECKMAN etc. were 
ridiciolus because the same people played in

The Danish death-metal band MACERATION resently visited our 
local 24-track recording studio ”“Redhouse”. - Not to do a demo 
(as many danish death/trash bands do...) but to fucking record 
tracks for their debut album/CD for the german label TURBO 
MUSIC 
MACERATION liked the professionel & cool atmosphere in the 
studio very much (- we even saw Schultz walking round wearing 
slippers!!), and while drinking lot’s of Cola’s, eating candy & in- 
between reading “cruel” comix (Donald Duck!), we got a chance to 
get a small interwiev. 
MACERATION was originally started as a fun-project. But the 
three death-metallers Lars {Guitar), Rune {Guitar, Vocals) & 
Jacob (Drums, Vocals) soon decided to form a »real« band: Ja- 
cob & Lars kicked out Rune, and got Jacob Schultz on bass... 
Now the band had two also-in-INVOCATOR-people in the band, - 
and only needed a singer: Jan ("Day DiSyraah”) from the swe- 
dish band EDGE OF SANITY said:”Yes, i'll do it!” and. MACE- 
RATION was a reality...

— Now you do exactely the 
same thing! How is it making a fool of your- 
selves, — because you suddenly are in the 
same situation?. 

SCHULTZ: What you're saying is way too 
hard man, if you talk about something I said 
in METALIZED (Danish Metal-Mag. — Ed.) 
then...That was five bands!!! 


PROGRESS: And this is two! 

JACOB: Listnen to this: Nuclear Blast Re- 
cords is selling ABOMINATION, MASTER, 
FUNERAL BITCH, DEATHSTRIKE and even 


a band called SPECKMAN! Only because of 


this guy Speckman! I really not hope TURBO 
is gonna sell MACERATION because of IN- 
VOCATOR, that’s not the point of it!!! 
SCHULTZ: Nobody wanna listnen to INVO- 
CATOR anyway, so... 


PROGRESS: Nobody wanna listnen to IN- 
VOCATOR???? 

SCHULTZ: | don’t think the new INVOCA- 
TOR-album is gonna sell that much... 


PROGRESS: We just got five fucking under- 
ground-magazines with the mail, all of them 
talking about INVOCATOR as if it was sup- 
posed to be the new OBITUARY or some- 
thing...!!! 

JACOB: Nd ja. men alligevel...We always 
wanted INVOCATOR to be INVOCATOR and 
MACERATION to be MACERATION. We just 
wanted to “help” them (Lars & former mem- 
ber Rune.-Ed.) — and now things are going 
just fine, people may laugh at us, but... 


PROGRESS: People certainly won't laugh at 
you! 

JACOB: Hopefully, this will only help the 
“World” take Denmark and Scandanavia 
more seriously, what underground-music is 
concerned! 


PROGRESS: What are you doing here? (Tal- 
king to Jan/Day, who’s almost falling to sleep, 
because of all this INVOCATOR-talk...). 
DAY: Well, I’m here because they asked me to 
come down to the vocals, and I said ” Yeah!” 
and now I’m here! 


PROGRESS: Did TURBO pay for your tra- 
vel? 
DAY: No MACERATION did! 


PROGRESS: What did your EDGE OF SA- 
NITY-band members say to this? 

DAY: Eh, I won't be using my real name, I 
wanna keep it more as a secret! I’m using the 
name of "Day Disyraah” in another band as 
well, so that’s cool! 


PROGRESS: We just had a look at your ly- 
rics, you seem to write very poetic, why is 
that? What’s important for you as a vocalist? 

DAY: Well, Jacob has got lyrics on the album too... 


Further info, check out the review-pages & the "After dealine”-pages. 


PROGRESS: Yes, but concerning your lyrics; 
you don’t make any conclusions, how is that? 
Are you afraid of conclusions? 

DAY: I dunno, sometimes | like to stick to the 
theme, and sometimes | go" Wow that’s a cool 
frase!” I don't really care what it’s about! 
What's important for me is; the voice... It has 
to be full of aggression... 


PROGRESS: Do you have a main-theme then? 
DAY: It's not politics, it's more un-experien- 
ced, like, you know, the ordinary thing, like 
death and stuff like that. I think it’s cool! 


PROGRESS: How do you live in Sweden? 
DAY: | live with my parents! And I work in a 
factory! 


PROGRESS: What about you other guys? 
LARS: | live by myself, | work in a Kinder- 
garden. 

JACOB: | live by myself, 1 don’t work, I’m on 
the dole. 

SCHULTZ: So dol, so amI! 


PROGRESS: Well, so now you are all more 
or less “professionales”, you play lot’s of 
shows, record albums, do stuff; is it hard for 
you? — When will you go: ”Man, this is too 
much...!!!", or; will it ever turn into hard 
work??? 

DAY: For me it’s just cool. I’ve played in a lot 
of bands, but things never happened as fast as 
they do now. I think for death-metal things are 
getting better and better, — although this is 
more like recording-music, it's not that easy to 
get gigs! 

JACOB: Well, to be honnest, sometimes things 
went wrong, but that was more in the earlier 
days. — When we didn’t get enough money, 
slept bad, had problems with equipment etc. 
But now we demand more, try to behave more 
professinal, and that means: More fun, less 
stress. But still MACERATION only demands 
the gas-money, good food, and a cool place to 
sleep, that’s it!. 


PROGRESS: But INVOCATOR demands a 
bit more? 
JACOB: It depends, it depends... 


PROGRESS: Does that mean that you are 
still willing to loose money on MACERA- 
TION because it’s only fun, and then start to 
ear a few extra bucks on INVOCATOR be- 
cause it’s only business??? 

JACOB: Well, maybe not exactly like that, but 
something like that! 

PROGRESS: Do you think so too, Lars? 
LARS: Yes!(Smiling...) 

PROGRESS: You don’t wanna put a few 
bucks in your pocket after a show? 

LARS: Well, that'll be fine, but... As long as 
we're having fun I’m happy! 5 
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Yes; Vinny Daze strikes back, you just thought we’d stopped 
writing about him, didn’t you? Well.... (to tell the truth) so 
did we; but that ”’fucking bastard” just keeps sending pictu- 
res & stories to us: And I guess we better try to be openmin- 
ded and use the stuff (HA! HA! HA!), well, remember him? - 
Yop; the drummer of DEMOLITION HAMMER (Bronx N.Y.), 
DAZE!

of SUFFOCATION, DECAY, 
BEYOND REASON... 
That’s it I think, that’s a 
good list to start. 

I’m looking forward for 
our 3rd European Tour af- 
ter our 2nd album is out. 
We will be recording Nov. 
Dec. and should be out in 
march, with a tour to fol- 
low. I will bring my tat 
gun Europe this time to 
tat many people + you 
guys at PROGRESS, ha, 
ha, yes let the ink flow! 
Well, here’s a shit load 
of pictures from tat’s to 
tour pic’s you can use 
and write about, hope you 
use it all & I'll see it in 
#3. (— We used only some 
of it, Hey Daze! - Geta 
better Camera will ya!!! 
— Ed.) Thanx! Yeah! 


Oh Yeah; forgot to tell 

you I got four new tat’s . 
on the road myself, Pic’s . 
are on the way, how = 
about a new PROGRESS 
T-shirt for me??? Keep 2 
thinking ink!!! ' Endless Grind tattoozzzzzzzzzZzZ 
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It was a sunny day in may as 
PROGRESS met up with 4 guys 
from Brooklyn New York. Four gu- 
ys with a personallity and attitude 
so obviously strong and speciel, 
that it hit us like a freighttrain as so- 
on as we entered the cool dark ve- 
nue where the show was to take pla- 
ce. BIOHAZARD’S music is NOT 
for the faint hearted, and neither is 
their view on life and how to live it! 
It might had seemed a little too 
much for a European wimp like my- 
self, if it wasn’t for the fact that BI- 
OHAZARD got the scars to prove 
every word they said true, and belie- 
ve me, it’s not boring!!!Enter the 
world of Brooklyn New York... 
Enter BIOHAZARD: 


PROGRESS: Tattoos right? We 
wanna know all about them, any- 
thing you can come up with, like 
when and why did you get the first 
ones? 


BOBBY: I got my first one because 
I’m really into art you know, I’m an 
artist, and I sketch really fine detai- 
led penselwork and stuff like that, 
and I really got of on these details, I 
loved it, so I went down to the tat- 
too artist and I just got one, I got 
this skull piece here, it was all I 
could affort at the time, but he told 
me, »Don’t 'worry«, we’re gonna 
build stuff around it, you know,,, 


EVAN: I got my first one at a, real- 
ly, like a trying time in my life, you 
know, like a crossroads in my life, 
right? I didn’t know which way I 
wanted to go, you know, I just quit- 
ted doing drugs, I was doing alot of 
drugs, and I stopped. I wanted to 
express my feelings someway, you 
know, besides just writing my music 
and other things, and the first tat- 
too I came up with was this one; the 
phoenix with the dragon, and with 
the ying/yang in it, ‘cause this was 
like my good and my evil, like this 
was my good and my bad self, and 
me not knowing which way I was 
gonna go, you know. Actually this 
was my second tattoo, my first tat- 
too was this BIOHAZARD symbol, 
right here, we all got them except 
for Danny, - our drummer. 


PROGRESS: Is it a kind of image, 
the reason why you have them? 


BOBBY: No, not really. No it has 
nothing to do with it. I do it because 
I know that I’m not gonna live fore- 
ver, you know what I’m saying? 
And I like them! My next tattoo is 
gonna be right here (leg), it’s gonna 
say my brother and sisters name, 
and it’s gonna say »My life, My 
love and My inspiration« on it, you 
know, that’s real, that’s what I 
want, I want it there because I want 
it there, putting it there, if I want an 
image I put it on my fucking neck, 
you know, I don’t need an image, 
you know what I’m saying? 


EVAN: You know, I get my tattoos 
same thing as him, you know, I get 
them for me. You know, it’s fun to 
talk to other people about tattoos, 
you know, look about, you know, 
other peoples work and you see all 
the great artist that are out now- 
adays, you know. There’s so many 
great artists and...When I first star- 
ted out, the guy who did my first 
tattoo, Mike, this guy Mike he was 
so fucking incredible, you know, 
and I saw his tattoos on people, and 
I was like...»wauww man, I gotta 
get some tattoos from this guy!«, 
You know. And then I started get- 
ting so much, I was like... 
»wauww«...so many great artists, I 
wanna collect, like an art collector, 
some people wanna hang paintings 
on the wall, we like to get tattooed! 
We got tattooed by these bikers in 
Kansas for free, you know, we gave 
them albums and t-shirts, alot of 
people wanna tattoo people who are 
in bands ’cause the name will get 
around, just like this guys name are 
getting out in Denmark now...He 
probably don’t even know where 
Denmark is.

...dIt’s addictive. It’s like potatochips! You 
can’t just have one!«... Evan. 


...»Live for today, man. That’s why when I 
lay my music I play every note like it was 


BOBBY: Look at Hanky Panky, 
(see issue 2,-ed.) they did RED 
HOT CHILLI PEPPERS... 


EVAN: People get famous like 
that, you know, but, like, tattoos 
they mean so much to me, like this 
one you know, I got my girls name 
on me, and I got it in Holland, you 
know, I was away and I missed her, 
so I got like a Dutch style tattoo... 


BOBBY: And the fact that he got it 
in Europe makes it even more speci- 
el! 


EVAN: And this was her christmass 
present!!! 


BOBBY: Merry Christmass! 


EVAN: Excactly...you know, it 
made her happy! And I got this 
from Hanky Panky, because I met 
him (Hank -ed.), you know. First I 
went to meet him, and he was really 
cool, everyone said »Oh...He’s fuc- 
ked up, he’s crazy blahblah«, and I 
don’t believe what anybody says 
about anybody, people might think 
that me and Bobby are crazy, and I 
went to talk to him and he was a re- 
ally cool guy, he took me in his 
shop, and he said, you know what 
he said? »Don’t worry ‘bout any- 
thing«, I said; »I only got Hfl 200, 
it’s all I got, and I wanna get a nice 
big fat brace«, and he goes; »whate- 
ver you want we work something 
out«, That’s what we do in N.Y, 
‘Cause in N.Y it’s not legal, it’s not 
like, you have shops with big signs, 
Tattoos, and you go in, you 
know...1 got most of my tattoos sit- 
ting in peoples bedrooms, peoples 
houses, you know!

BOBBY: Maybe the same reason 
why marihuana isn’t legal... 


EVAN: It’s legal 5 minutes away in 
New Jersey, and it’s legal 5 minutes 
away in Long Island, but I think it 
would be too... 


BOBBY: It might become another 
hazard or another problem... 


EVAN: And the environment that it 
attracs, become like a kind of biker 
hangout, or something...There’s 
enough problems in N.Y allready, 
believe me!!! 


PROGRESS: Do you put the world 
around you into your tats? 


BOBBY: Yeah in a way, like this 
rattlesnake is like, to.me it’s like; 
»Don’t fuck with me«, you know, 
Don’t try it on me. And the Ameri- 
can Eagle, it’s just pride, basically 
for my countrys people and...not 
my government...it’s not a nationa- 
list thing, it’s just the fact that my 
father served in the Vietnam war 
and everything, and he brought me 
up...you know...believing in the 
P.O.W’s and the M.I.A’s (»Priso- 
ner of war«, »Missing in action« - 
ed.) that are over there, you know, I 
thought about it, I wanted to get the 
U.S.A thing, you know. It’s just a 
personal thing, it’s just a matter of 
pride!

PROGRESS: What are your experi- 
ences like, when you’re sitting the- 
re? 


BOBBY: What? Under the gun? I 
love it man! It feels good! 


EVAN: You know, I noticed about 
when you’re under the gun, I think 
in your brain I think every part of 
your body has two places connec- 
ted, because every time I get a tat- 
too somewhere, like, especially in 
odd places, I felt it somewhere else, 
like in a cross, it’s really weird you 
know, but I mean, pain is like, I 
mean pain is a relative thing! 


BOBBY: Pain is in your mind! Like 
you see some kid whacked out on a 
drug called »Angel Dust«, I’ve seen 
a guy totally spaced out of his 
mind, you could walk up to him, 
stick your hand in his pocket and 
steal his money. I’ve seen him fight, 
like, fucking 7 cops man, beat the 
fucking shit out of them. They were 
hitting him with fucking nite sticks, 
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kicking him in the face, didn’t bo- 
ther him! But if he’d been straight, 
he’d be dead, it’s only because he 
couldn’t feel the pain, you know, so 
pain’s in your mind! 


EVAN: I think tattoos on your 
chest hurts, and I said »wauww« 
this really hurts, then I said; »it’s 
only pain«, and it doesn’t hurt half 
as much as while I was at my grand- 
dads funeral, it doesn’t hurt inside! 


PROGRESS: Without being too 
kinky, could you say that it’s kind 
of a sweet pain? 


EVAN: Excactly, it is a sweet pain, 
because as soon as your done, your 
like, »now I want more«! It’s addic- 
tive, it’s like potatochips, you can’t 
just have one! I love the details, I 
also like the tribal work alot, you 
know, I really like that ‘cause I 
think it’s so bold, and it looks so 
powerfull...I think it really looks 
hard, like when I get a tribal piece 
and it’s all big and swelled up, you 
know, it feels so good and when 
HNNHNNHNNHNNANN  (buzz- 
sound) you sit there, you get the 
black colors in for hours, you 
know, like it’s the greatest!!! 


PROGRESS: Tell us a little about 
what your logo stands for? 


BOBBY: It basically means...like if 
you go into a hospital or some kind 
of labaratory and see something 
that says; »caution-Biohazard, keep 
out«, you keep out, you don’t go in 
there, ‘cause you end up dying, or 
turn green or some shit like that... 


EVAN: To us Biohazard means 
more than that though. To us it’s 
more like streetlife. How every day- 
life is really hazardious and dange- 
rous, whether it’s drugs, gangvio- 
lence, or getting run over by a train, 
or just mental stress and torment 
things, thats what Biohazard is, 
Biohazard is your life and how fuc- 
ked up your life could be, you 
know. Me and Bobby can’t count 
how many of our friends at our age, 
now are dead, like I don’t know if I 
be dead tomorrow. I got 5 friends 
who got run over by cars and 
trucks, I got friends who got shot, 
killed, stabbed, blown up, Bobby 
too you know, and thats why...I 
mean...life is too short, I tattoo my 
whole body you know... 


BOBBY: Our thinking is: »Man 
you only live once«, you know what 
I’m saying? And you never know 
when your gonna fucking die! You 


never know...This could be the last 
time we see eachother, we never 
know, we don’t even know if we’re 
gonna make it home. That’s why 
we’re gonna get on that fucking pla- 
ne on the way home, have a bunch 
of drinks and smoke some fucking 
cigarettes, relax and have fun, and 
do what we wanna do!!! 


EVAN: That’s what people say to 
us, »what about all these tattoos. 
What about when you’re 50 years 
old?« Maybe I’m not gonna be 50 
years old, maybe I’m gonna be dead 
tomorrow.

You drop your guard... »whak« 
...you move your head. You have to 
keep your guard up, and if you 
don’t keep your chin up, put your 
head down, you’re gonna fall, it’s 
gonna get to you whatever it is, you 
know, any obstacle, like this wall, 
you know, if I walk up to this wall 
and go; »Fuck I can’t climb this«, 
and I’m not gonna make it 
over.

Pete Steele from Type O Negative ( 
see issue 2 -ed), we where getting 
drunk in Evans car, and we said, 
here is our demo check it out, and 
he listened to it and he fucking lov- 
ed it, and we said this is what we’re 
writing about, you know, and we 
were all like fucking upset, and cry- 
ing and drunk and everything, and 
he goes; »I got the perfect name for 
you man« Biohazard, »what you 
think of that?« And we just looked 
at eachother, and we knew that was 
IT! And it wasn’t, at the time, 
about »making it«, or being a band. 
Come to Europe, fuck that! I didn’t 
think I was leaving my block! 


PROGRESS: O.K that brings us to 
a brief band history? 


BOBBY: About three years ago, 
Evan and I started to put together a 
band with our former drummer, 
and we decided that we where gon- 
na write about whats really going 
on and no bullshit, and we were 
going to take it totally serious and 
just write and do it for our self, 
that’s all we wanna do!!! 


EVAN: We wanted to write the 
hardest music, with the most 
slamdancing...like the heaviest mu- 
sic, totally original, we don’t wanna 
sound like anybody, we don’t wan- 
na sound 

like deathmetal or thrash, we don’t 
wanna sound like typical hardcore, 
we wanted to sound like BIOHA- 
ZARD and thats what we feel we 
have done so far, we created the 
sound BIOHAZARD! 


BOBBY: We wanted our music to 
reflect mine and Evans personali- 
ties, so how can we possibly sound 
like other people, thats what we 
wanted to accomplish, and then we 
wanted another guitarplayer, and 
we got Billy, and we found out that 
Billy could sing too, so we got two 
singers in the band, so that we can 
contrast. And then we got Danny in 
the band, ‘cause our other drummer 
left, and Danny just clicked with us, 
I mean he had the groove we were 
looking for, it’s a really important 
part of Biohazard because...if it 
doesn’t make me dance, I’m not 
gonna play it.

DANNY: Da Groove is the almigh- 
ty thing!!! 


BOBBY: The groove is the almighty 
thing, and Dan the man is kicking 
the groove... 


DANNY: Yo-we got fucking mos- 
quitos in the van! 


PROGRESS: How about records? 


EVAN: When we get back home we 
got some business to take care of, 
and we’re gonna straighten out, get- 
ting our next album with alot of 
promotion and big release for Euro- 
pe. We like to have this (showing 
the Sepultura ad, at the back of last 
Progress) so that people will come 
to our shows, you know, we’re not 
in it for the money, we’re in it for 
the feeling of the show, like when 
we play in N.Y or in Paris, the place 
is packed and the kids are going cra- 
zy. This is why we get in a van for 
fucking three months out of four, 
‘cause we spend all of our time at 
the road ‘cause we want this feeling. 


BOBBY: The energy of a packed 
house, whenever we play a packed 
house it’s allways the same thing. 
Everybody’s fucking slamming, 
kids are swinging from the ceiling, 
fucking, we’re sweating, dying, 
can’t breath, fucking...we’re jum- 
ping in the audience, you know, 
that’s real BIOHAZARD! 


DANNY: There’s no way you can 
take the big, fat, disgusting, fuc- 
king vibrating, shit that we make, 
the music that we make, and fill it 
into a tape that is this big (showing 
a small size) You know what I’m sa- 
ying? It just can’t happen, because 
when we’re on stage the four of us 
together, we’re fucking brothers 
connected with a fucking soul! 
Jumping around playing this music 
that makes us moving, cause we ha- 
ve no control on ourself, and we 
communicate into an audience, and 
the audience feeds back and does 
the same thing that we do. What 
makes somebody hear something 
and go »wauww« this is so great I 
just can’t stop moving myself, 
That’s a fucking power, Man! 
That’s an attitude! There’s no way 
you can take 

that power and put it ona tape. We 
didn’t get in the band to make re- 
cords, we got in the band to sit in 
front of a fucking audience, and 
sweat our arses off, and fucking 
play a fucking show!!!

PROGRESS: What kind of bands 
do you play with? 


BOBBY: It doesn’t really matter 
who Biohazard plays with, because 
we’re the type of band you can put , 
on the bill with just about anybody, 
we played with HR, reggae you 
know, ( »Bad Brains« -ed. ) we tou- 
red the states with Kreator. We won 
over the crowd totally at a fucking 
Morbid Angel deathmetal festival. 


DANNY: Right! We got to play 
with Morbid Angel and Mucky 
Pup! 


BOBBY: Like Mucky Pup and} 
Morbid Angel fans are totally diffe- 
rent people, and Agnostic Front , 
we played with them too, their fans 
are totally different from any of 
these cathegories and then you have 
HR’s fans who are totally different 
from both of them. 


DANNY: As a matter of fact we 
toured a few days last year in Au- 
stria with a band called Blue Cheer, 
do you know Blue Cheer? (Every- 
body’s singing; Ain’t no cure for 
the summertime blues) That’s Blue 
Cheer . How’s Mucky Pup and Blue 
Cheer? Aint that the freakiest 
bill!!? 


BOBBY: We play with fucking any- 
body man! 


DANNY: Doesn’t matter, ‘cause 
everybody got that soul inside that 
got to come out and show it’s face 
now and then, and I think we can 
appeal to anybody, any crowd at 
all.

PROGRESS: O.K-we say thank 
you! 


Later the 30’th of may in Odense, 
BIOHAZARD played a show so in- 
credibly brilliant that even the most 
coldhearted motherfucker had to 
surrender to their style! A_ style 
which also ecchoes in the way these 
guys talk. -Somewhat different 
from the slower more leaned back 
language of, let’s say, a californian 
»Oofus«. So maybe some words 
and expressions did go lost in the vi- 
olent stream of Brooklyn dialect. 
We bring the interview , a follow up 
on the small feature in issue 2, as 
unedited as possible: Just to give 
you the full picture... »Y’ know 
what I’m saying«?

Allow me to introduce myself, for tho- 
se not yet familiar with me or with 
my work, my name is Guy Aitchison. 
I am a painter and tattooist from Chi- 


cago, Illinois in The United 


and have been tattooing for roughly 
three years as of this writing. 

I’ve had my tattoo work published 
fairly throuroughly in numerous 
magazines here in The States, but 
I’m really not certain how many 
Europeans have seen it, which 


brings me to the real point 
this letter. I try to travel 


much as possible, not that I dis- 
like Chicago, but there’s really 


so much more to see out there; 
- Td feel I was missing out if 
_- I stayed home all the time. 
I’ve toured The States seve- 
ral times and feel I’m rea- 
dy to head overseas, whe- 

re I haven’t been yet. 
Before I fly over there, 
however, I want to estab- 

lish contacts with as ma- 

ny people as possible. 

I’m very much involved 

in The Underground 
Scene (which would ex- 

plain why I’m writing 

to PROGRESS, and not 
something more main- 
stream), underground 
music, people and cultu- 

re in general. Chances 

are I will be travelling 
with a co-worker, Trana 
Johnston, who is not a 
tattooist but assists me 

in my operation; we of- 
ten travel as a team. 
We'll be looking for work, 
things to do +’ experience, 
and of course places to 
sleep throughout Europe. 
No locate would be too exo- 
tic or out-of-the way, altho- 
ugh accessability would de- 
finitely be a consideration. 
While there, I’d like to do at 
least enough tattooing to pay 
for our travels, although a 
financial loss wouldn’t be de- 


vastating. The experiences are 
far more 


important to us. The peo- 
ple we mostly want to in- 
teract with would be young, 
energetic progressive-min- 
ded individuals who hopeful- 
ly speak at least a little Eng- 
lish, since Trana & I are pa- 
thetically monolingual, — al- 
though we are currently ma- 
king an attempt at learning 
some Spanish! 

We’re hoping to arrive in 
Europe early Summer of 
1992, and stay for roughly 
three months; every other 
detail of our plans is fairly 
nebulous at this point. 
Anyway, if anyone would 
like to know more or would 
just like to write for the sa- 
ke of writing us, we encou- 
rage aS much correspon- 
dance as possible. Although 
it sometimes takes a few 
weeks, we always answer 
our mail. We want to know 
as many people in Europe 
as possible by next Sum- 
mer, and I’m sure the tour 
will be lots of fun for every- 
one involved. 

In the meantime, enjoy the 
photographs I’ve enclosed of 
my tattoo work and my pain- 
tings. I'd like to know what 
everyone thinks of my work, 
especially the paintings, since 
they really haven’t been seen 
much before.

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It’s been ages since CRO-MAGS last gave us a sign of life, some almost gave up hope of 
ever hearing from this unique band again. 

Then the rumour started circulating; "CRO-MAGS are touring Europe this Sumr 
An exceptional chance for PROGRESS to do an interview with the band that 
red so many newcommers and pleased thousands of music-lovers all over the 
As some of you know, we did a small feature on CRO-MAGS in the st 
RESS. As this feature was far from comprehensive, the more rease® 
depth interview with the man behind it; Harley Flanagan. . 
It was with great expectations that we arrived at MAR 


PROGRESS: Do you consider yourself an American, — | mean 
you were born in Denmark, right? 

HARLEY: Well, actually | was:born in the U:S. but | moved to 
Denmark when I was about 1'/2 years old, and I lived there 
until 1977, and then I moved back to America. 


PROGRESS: Do you speak any Danish at all? 
HARLEY: Yeah, I speak fluend Danish. 


PROGRESS: You do? — Hvorfor snakker vi sa ikke dansk? 
(Why don’t we speak Danish then?). 

HARLEY: Reljkdhbhb_ hréffygrsfb (Totally. confused...) 
Snakker du dansk? (Do you speak Danish?) 


PROGRESS: Ja, vi er danskere! (Yeah, we are from Den- 
mark!). 

HARLEY: Er I det? Er det et dansk magazine? Ha ha ha ha 
ha... !!! Etc. Fedt nok man!!! (impossible to translate, but 
we're having a lot of fun!). 

Well, now you really threw me off guys! — Nej, jeg leerte at 
snakke og skrive dansk for jeg kunne engelsk (FUCK YOU! - too 
hard to translate, sorry...). 

Jeg er lidt langsom for jeg har ikke snakket dansk i neesten 10 ar, 
men oh... Jeg gik pa AARHUS FRISKOLE og kender Jacob Haugaard 
(!), og "Mads Peter” fra GNAGS (- who the fuck is "GNAGS"?). Jeg gik 
i skole med de folk pa Aarhus Friskole, det var fedt! Den er skie go’! 
Ha ha! 

Min lerer pda skolen, Ed Jones, he was one of the biggist influences on me 
musically, he was a black dude from New York, I don't know what the fuck he 
was doing in Aarhus, but he was cool, and he tought me a lot... 


PROGRESS: Then you moved to America, what happened then? 
HARLEY: Well, it was quite a big change you know, this little white kid living in an all 
spanish neighbourhood being chased home from school every day, | had a totally dif 
ferent view on what America was like you know; | thought: "What the fuck is happe- 
ning man!” (Laughter!). 

The next couple of minutes is one big mess, with a lot of smalltalk in Danish. We were 
having quite a lot of fun talking about old Danish punk bands like SODS, LOST KIDS etc. 
(MEK PEK! What a joke, ha ha ha!!!). 


PROGRESS: Well, let’s get back to the interview: Could you sort out the line-up thing, 
it’s pretty confusing you know! (More laughter’). 

HARLEY: You're right, it is pretty confusing. You see, there were many different line-up’s 
going way back. I first came up with the name back in 78-79 when I was still in the band 
"THE STIMULATORS” (— See PROGRESS #1!), but the guys in THE STIMULATORS were more 
into hardrock-kind-a-stuff, and I had this idea, you know, saying: "WRRRUURRRGGGHHH! 
MOTORHEAD! BAD BRAINS! (— even more laughter!) At this point the word “hardcore” didn't 
really exist, so | was pretty alone at the time. But I started jamming with some different guys, 
but basicly CRO-MAGS was me, and the idea of a band. Then I had John starting to sing with 
me. - Then he left New York, so it was just me again. Then I met Parris, and we started jamming. - 
Soon after Mackie joined us so we only needed a singer: We had some guys in audition, and we 
ended up with John again, because he had the best lyrics and he was a friend of mine. - Even 
Roger Mirret, who at the time had joined AGNOSTIC FRONT, went to audition, - but we found that 
his lyrics didn't suit the concept of the band! 

So we started playing and did a couple of shows. Then Doug Holand who was playing with 
CROWD at the time; he was very much into CRO-MAGS, he always came to our gigs and he said 
like: - "You guys are really gaod, but you need a lead-guitarist"! And he just kept saying that, so I 
ask him: "Hey, - you wanna play guitar with us"? And he says: “Arh, no! 1 got my band”! - and 
that kind a stuff, and I say: "Then shut the fuck up Mar”! ... But a couple ef weeks later he joined 
us, and that was the line-up for the first demo! 


PROGRESS: Then you recorded the first album "The Age of Quarrel”, you told me earlier on 
that there were alot of problems involved, what happened? 

HARLEY: Yeah, | honestly don't like this album at all. { tike the demo better. As soon as w started 
recording, the proklems started: At first | blew up my bass-amp, and the manager goes: “Ah, dont 
worry about it, we'll just play through this little thing, and then we'll do it over later on"! - But we 
never got the chance, so the bass on the album is really fucked up. - I play like shit, you know, - 
my motivation was absolutely gone. Ard the day when we had to record the vocals John was 
sick, and it was really his worst day, but the manager goes: "Ah, we have to do it”! - and stuff like 
that, he was really just trying to save money you Rroww. 

We never got one cheque for "Age of Quarrel” or "Best wishes”, ever! He really 
ripped us off. - We didn't get any money from ROCK HOTEL, PROFILE or the 
manager Chris Williamson. They released the first album on three different 
labels in Europe, and I didn't even know untill we went on this tour. It’s fucking 
amasing; they even released it in Japan aswell, and I never saw a penny! 


PROGRESS: After you released the first album, you went on tour with 
MOTORHEAD in the U.S. - Was that with the same line-up? 

HARLEY: No, because when we were just about ready, Mackie said that he was 
so fucking tired of being ripped off, that He didn't wanna go, so we were really 
in deep shit. - But then we got Pete Hines from MURPHYS LAW to help us out, so 
you see CRO-MAGS was still relying on borrowing people from other bands. 
But it’s funny, because actually I used to play drums in MURPHYS LAW: 


PROGRESS: You did??? (VERY SURPRISED!). 
HARLEY: Yeah, I even came up with the name. Me and Jimmy ("Gestapo”, the 
vocalist of ML. - Ed.) we grew up together! 


PROGRESS: How come John left the band? 

HARLEY: It was because of the same reason as Mackie. After this tour with 
MOTORHEAD, we'went on tour in Europe, and John simply couldn't take being 
ripped off anymore, so he quit. - But the were no hard feeling between us, you 
know John and me have been friends since we were about 12-13 years old, so ... 


PROGRESS: Then how did you get rid of this manager? 
HARLEY: | got myself a lawyer, and started handeling things for myself, so

PROGRESS: There has been a lot of talk about whether or not CRO-MAGS i 
band, what do you think?

but we didn't really think of it that way, we were all united just having a g& e. Then these ass- 
holes from "Maximum Rock n'roll” ("Fameus American Punk-Rock magazive™ ~ Ed.) and staff, star- 
ted labeling people, saying: “You are peaceful anarchists!”, “You are trouk§ ers!”, and this and 
that.

PROGRESS: Tell me the story about your chest-piece, | understand it was qui g 
HARLEY; it was done by Norman De Meer, a tattoo-artist from Montreal. He did for my 16th birthday. It 
took 14 Reurs, three days in a row. He wanted to do it in two rounds, but I had to leave the country in 
three days, so ... 
It was fucking painfull. The 3rd day it was almost too much, cause every time he went over it, the stuff 
from the day before was opening up again! The most impressive at this point, were the sound-effects. Har- 
ley was in a realistic way, recalling the pain involved in the making of the tattoo! 
This was it actually! The last minutes of the interview was one big mess: Taking pictures, talking bullshit 
about this and that; so it’s impossible to reconstruct, since the atmosphere was the most important. A big 
Thanks! to Harley and the others for being so openminded. Hope to catch you some other time, - stay cool 
(and hard it! =

LTURA “HIT-MAN” SPEAKS OUT 


In case you don’t know: SEPULTURA started in Brazil, back 
in 83-84. Since then they released 4 albums & one EP, did 3 
tours around Europe. Max & Igor (Guitar/Vocals & Drums) 
are brothers (’Heyyy Bob!!” - Ed.), their family always sup- 
ported them, and the brothers still live with their mom. 

The band still don’t earn any money on playing music, - the 
money they make they use for their equipment. When they’re 
not touring they practise 5 hours each day, and use their spa- 
retime with their family & dogs! Igor likes to surfe & skate. 
On SEPULTURA’s last U.S. - tour they gigged for two months 
with OBITUARY & SADUS. 

Igor’s fave tatto artists: 

Freddy Brazil. - He’s mixing a lot of styles. At the last tattoo- 
convention in Brazil he got some real good apprecation. 

Vinny Daze, Bronx N.Y.-”I saw him working on John Tardy, 
when OBITUARY was in New York, I know that he’s good, but 
I don’t know that much about him!” - Igor says. 

Igor likes PROGRESS: ”I like it because it’s likes real under- 
ground. Most of the tattoo-mags don’t write about music. And

PROGRESS: What’s your reason to be 
into tattoing? 


IGOR: | think tattooing is an artform, no 
matter what the motive is, and where it’s 
from. The artist will ad his own personali- 
ty & style to it —Just when musicians play 
a cover-version, and it sounds a bit diffe- 
rent from the original, — that’s art!!! 


PROGRESS: We have quite a lot of con- 
tact with tattooed people from Brazil, we 
have a feeling that this scene is real big! 


IGOR: Actually it is an amazing scene now; 
about every young person ts into tattooes. 
— A lot of them is already with ink in their 
body; and about regretting it again! I’ve 
heard that "Don't you think you'll regret 
it?” -question so many times, and I think 
it’s shit man! It’s only if you got tattooed 
because other people are, and not for 
yourself! 

Anyway, in Brazil it’s only people that 
aren't tattooed themselves that talk about 
that shit; maybe it’s because they don't 
have any ink! 

If I'm gonna look like shit when I get old, 
what the fuck! — You know, I’m gonna look 
like shit anyway, right! — Everyone's gon- 
na look like shit!!! As the scene has gotten 
so big, there’s now a lot of artists in the 
cities at the moment. Actually almost one 
and every street-corner. — And so there's 
good ones, bad ones, excellent ones & 
shitty ones! 

You can get anything you want, — and whe- 
re you want it! I even know a guy that has 
been tattooed for free all over his head. 


(See PROGRESS # 2, Ed.) The point of 


this was for him to go to the big conventi- 
ons in Brazil, and all over the world. But 
when he came to the borderline, he couldn't 
get out of the fucking country! — The law 
against permanent markings on hands, 
fingers and face said that! - So this guy 
has to stay in Brazil for the rest of his life 
you know, — that just sucks man! But any- 
way; he has got used to it, and he’s quite 
happy about it.... 


PROGRESS: Why do you get tattooed 
then? 


IGOR: I love the world of tattooes; the 
people involved, and the fight for what you 
believe in. To me tattooing is a life-style, 
and the way I look at music has a lot in 
commen with tattooes: I'm living my life 
for me, do you get that point? Also you 
meet a lot of people that think the same 
way. — Like we from SEPULTURA, we 
got tattooed along with the guys from 


R.D.P. in Holland at the HANKY PANKY 
Tattoo-studio, and we had a lot of fun with 
that experience! — So now those days will 
remain in our hearts forever. 


PROGRESS: Some get real hooked on 
getting tattooed, like if it was a drug or 
something! 


IGOR: Yeah, | know that, but personally | 
believe these people must have had a drug 
abuse! I have always believed in seeing 
things straight the way they are. | don't 
even drink! | wanna experience as much 
as much as possible in my short and only 
life, and I don’t do drugs while getting tat- 
tooed, because getting a tattoo is a time in 
my life! 


PROGRESS: How do you, eh, how do 
you... (Bob is thinking...), eh... How do 
you guys inflect on the morbid way of 
thinking? 


IGOR: What? 


PROGRESS: Eh, like if you’re going in- 
sane....(? Ed.), How do you... 


IGOR: Morbillity? What's that? 


PROGRESS: Morbidity! 


IGOR: | don’t know what you're talking 
about man! 


PROGRESS: Well, let’s change the sub- 
ject then... Why do you play music? 


IGOR: We play because of our life, our 
dreams, and to satisfy our lust. It fills up 
my life to play, the thrill of it is sometimes 
good, and sometimes bad...... 

Ha! I remember our first gig! - It was in 
Brazil, we're supposed to open for the big- 
gest Brazilian metal-band at that time. — 
We ended up playing as the \ast band that 
night, as we had no experience at all. — 
That was of course a big joke, and these 
"cool” experienced guys laughed at us. | 


felt so bad I could puke! 


Now it’s really funny to look back at, so it 
turned into a good experience in time. 

I also remember my best show ever, my 
best time on stage; that was at the "Rock 
n real’ -Festival, also in Brazil. There were 
about 100.000 people there, and that night 
I realized how important that Ist gig had 
been, it all made me feel like a muscian.

Chris Broguiere talks to PROGRESS at the L.A. 


foundation forum. 


PROGRESS: You released two albums 
on WILD RAGS RECORDS, are they 
gonna release the next one as well? 


RICH: Well, we don't know really! 1 
mean, WILD RAGS have done a lot for 
us, but we also have to look at it from 
an economic point of view. And we don't 
have the chance to pay for our recor- 
dings as we did in the past, so we really 
don’t know. 


PROGRESS: Do you have contact to 
other labels? 

RICH: No, — not really. Of course we 
send some stuff to different people, but 
we got the same answer everywhere: 


—"We're not signing these kinds of 


bands”. The labels seems only interested 
in signing the more heavy ALICE IN 
CHAINS kind of stuff, — so it’s hard for 
a band like RECIPIENTS OF DEATH 
with a more brutal attitude to get the 
right people’s attention. 


PROGRESS: Did you pursue the same 
siyle since you started, I mean is RE- 
CIPIENTS OF DEATH what it was 
meant to be? 


CHRIS: No, we started out way more 
brutal and fast. I guess we’ve matured 
as musicians, — we think more about the 
material now, than we used to. 


PROGRESS: Would you _ consider 
changing your style to get a deal, or do 
you simply keep doing what you’re 
doing at the moment? 


RICH: We wouldn't change the style 
‘cause RECIPINTS OF DEATH is like 
still the same stuff you know, — we've 
matured as a band, but we're still like 
brutal and fast. And we don't wanna let 
down our fans who have been into our 
shit since the beginning. 


PROGRESS: How does your music do 
when talking gigs, did you get some 
cool response? 


CHRIS: Yeah, we've had some good 
response everywhere we’ ve played. 
But lately we had some line-up 

problems, so we haven't 
giged that much. 


PROGRESS: Could you just sort out 
the line-up thing, you’ve had two new 
guitarists, right? 


RICH: Yeah, Larry and Poul. They are 
really cool guitarists, very professional. 
They didn’t play this type of music before, 
— but they catch up real fast. 


PROGRESS: Do you think it’s difficult 
for bands from L.A. to sort of "Get out 
of L.A.”,— I mean you see so many 
bands comming out of there? 


RICH: Yeah definately! Just getting gigs 
in the U.S. is hard, and to get to play in 
Europe is even harder, — ‘cause as you 
said, there are so many bands around. 


PROGRESS: Did you contact any eu- 
ropean managements to try to get some- 
thing going in Europe? 


CHRIS: Well yes, but it just never went 
all the way through. Not that speedme- 
tal is dying, but the style of music we 
play haven't got that big an ordience, 
and it would be fuckin’ expensive for us 
to go to Europe. 


PROGRESS: You don’t think it’s time 
for speed-metal bands like yourself to 
find new ways of thinking music? 


CHRIS: Well what can you do, speed- 
metal is what we want to paly, and I 
guess that people who don’t know it will 
always say: —” Arh, it always sounds the 
same”. But I mean, speed-metal is this 


fast tempo-beat and what can you do. 


PROGRESS: What I mean is, — You 
don’t feel like involving, other kinds of 
music into your concept? 


RICH: Well no, not really. It’s like we are 
not quite ready for that yet. Every part 
of our music has to be brutal, that’s what 
we like. If only people would realize 
that we work hard at what 
we do, and give us a 
chance, —It’s a rough 
road for us 
out there!!!-

HANS: I’m one of the 3 contactpe- 
ople of DTL, we have around 30 
members, which is the result of 
About one year of hard work... 


PROGRESS: The 15-16 June you 
did Denmark’s first «real» tattoo- 
festival, -what’s gonna happen next 
year? -And how did it all go until 
now??? 


HANS: We thought it was about ti- 
me to show & tell the Danish audi- 
ence what tattooing today is all 
about. -We’re on a higher level now 
than ever before. We wanted to tell 
that todays prof. tattooists are steri- 
le & do quality work. 

Too many people have avoided get- 
ting tats because of the press saying: 
»Take care of A.I.D.S.!« etc. -We 
wanted to tell people that if they lo- 
ok for DTL-members, satisfaction 
is guaranteed! -Everything’s sterile! 
-and as I said work on a high level. 
We wanted to make a stop for all 
not-qualified & non-sterile «tato- 
oists» who work privately, -they 
just suck Man! 


PROGRESS: Is DTL a »union« for 
quality-tattooists, so to speak? 


HANS: Well, we’re not a union, we 
decide whether or not our members 
are qualified! And we don’t pay any 
money to »unemployed members«! 
DTL is a foundation, and we try to 
promote the work of our members. 


PROGRESS: Do you cooperate 
with the Dutch tattoo foundation? 


HANS: Well, we’ve met with them, 
we know eachother, and we’ll work 
together concerning tattoo-politics 
across the borders you know... 


PROGRESS: The convention had 
alot of visitors, we’ve been reading 
alot about it in the press as well, 
what came out of it? 


HANS: We got alot of response on 
tne 


PROGRESS: And the press? 


HANS: Well, all DT L-members ha- 
ve had alot of response after the fe- 
stival; both television, radio & new- 
spapers have checked us out! We 
had about 5000 people comming at 
the two-day event, so... 


PROGRESS: What about next ye- 
ar? 


HANS: Another festival, bigger & 
even more attractive! -Better music, 
more entertainment, more shit to 
win! 


PROGRESS: Could you tell us 
about this years awards, -what hap- 
pened??? 


HANS: Well, I’ve got it all written 
down here; let me see... Yeah: 
Danny, Nyhavn: Best overall tat- 
too, best back/chest. 

I won: Best single tattoo, on male. 
Erik Reime: Best single tattoo, on 
female. 

Erik Reime also won: Best 
black/white tattoo. 

Bernie, from Austria: Best tattoo 
done at the festival. 


PROGRESS: Did you read the 
HANKY PANKY interview our 
2’nd issue? -Hank talking about 
Danny’s shop in Nyhavn, and Ole!? 


HANS: Yeah! The whgle tattoo- 
scene in Denmark (which is in fact 
one of the oldest in the world! -Ed.) 
started in and around Nyhavn. - 
With »old« Ole’s shop & 2-3 people 
having tattoo-shops in boats in the 
harbur, and Tattoo Jack’s shop ne- 
ar by. 

But... 1 don’t remember the exact 
dates + shit, I’m too old... 


PROGRESS: You have lot’s of 
»old fashioned« tattoos. Do you fe- 
el in any way tired & old, because of 
the tough profession you’ve chosen, 
or do you feel the »sweetness« be- 
ing an »old man« in a prof. that 
used-to-be not acknowledged and 
now an art-form??? 


HANS: Ha! I’ll put it this way: You 
couldn’t do these really cool artifi- 
cal tats in the earlier days, today 
you can! Back in the old days, when 
mainly sailors were getting tattoos, 
all tats looked the same, -»Popeye 
the Sailor« you know, only a few 
got special designs, we did ships, ro- 
ses, hearts etc. Today it’s another 
business... 


PROGRESS: What does it mean to 
today’s tattooists, -being labeled as 
artists? 


Tattoo-Frank & Tattoo-Brian, at the convention. 


HANS: It means alot! It’s easier for 
us to convinse the customers, to tell 
them what we can do! -Convinse 
them into getting something more 
untraditional. 

We do it all Man, everything’s pos- 
sible! 

Why get a fucking ship? -Because 
you know it from somewhere else, - 
because you know we can do it? - 
We can do more than that!!! 

-This was the main reason for us to 
do the festival; to show the people 
what tattooing today is all about! 


PROGRESS: Why is it important 
for you, representing DTL, to influ- 
ence this magazine? Do you think 
we’re heading in the right direction, 
or do we (still) suck??? 


HANS: As long as you do a magazi- 
ne + write about tattooing, it’s im- 
portant for your readers to believe 
in what you write! And you might 
as well write about things the way 
they are! -And do it in a decent 
way! 

Your magazine is a cool idea, -as 
long as it’s the right stuff you’re de- 
aling with! If you’re dealing with 
suppliement-people, and deal with 
people who sell tattoo-equipment, 
too many people can buy a tat-gun 
and start up upon doing tattoos. - 
And with bad eksperiences and 
non-quality work, they ruin the bu- 
siness for us -the prof. ones! 

We won’t get more customers than 
we have now, -we only get new pe- 
ople comming into our shops, when 
the old ones dissapear. 

If we have more tattooists... Well, 
if you have 10 tattooists, and one 
new guy starts, and he gets 10 custo- 
mers, -he took one customer from 
all of the 10 others! And from time 
to time it’ll all turn into, well... 
Years ago it was a cool idea to runa 
Video-store, now we have video- 
stores everywhere, and everyone 
has to sell candy & shit to survive! 
To make a living! We’re not intere- 
sted in this!!! 


PROGRESS: Our readers are quite 
young, and... 


HANS: Yes! That’s the point! It’s 
important to inform these kids 
about this subject from the begin- 
ning! 


PROGRESS: Yes, but concerning 
the »kids«; they like music + the 
music we write about, -what’s your 
fave music??? 


HANS: | like heavy metal, not too 
loud... 


PROGRESS: ...any names of your 
fave bands? 


HANS: Well, I don’t bring the ta- 
pes, it’s Nikolai («Sorry hvis vi har 
stavet dit navn forkert Neigchoyila- 
ouyi!!!») my new apprentice, who 
know’s all this... 


PROGRESS: Who is he??? 


HANS: He’s name is Nikolai, he’s 
18. I’ve known him for about one 
year now.

Brian started playing music 
when he was 10, and started tat- 
tooing at the age of 12 (!). 

The brothers were all into dra- 
wing & painting, and started in 
their house, -tattooing eacho- 
ther! 


Brian is not the kind of person 
that likes to step on peoples fe- 
et: «We have a clean shop, & do 
quality work!». 


Brian used to hang out with the 
felks from BIOHAZARD: «I know 
them from a show in our back- 
yard, -300 people were there, 
and DAMNABILITY & BIOHA- 
ZARD played together with FA- 
ITH OR FEAR & DOMMINENCE 
+ a few other bands. -We ha- 
ven’t seen much of them («We 
have!» -Ed.), they’re quite buisy | 
think; that’s the luck to 
them...!!!».

INCUBUS 


It was one of those days, I woke up 
and looked out the window: The 
sun was shining, I really felt like a 
quiet day on the lawn with a cool 
bear in my hand, not really caring 
about anything. Suddenly I remem- 
bered that INCUBUS were giggin in 
Esbjerg/DK that night, «Oh 
Fuck!!!» -I felt like I had just been 
hit by a lightning. My dream of a 
relaxed day had instently been spoi- 
led, now I was looking forward to 
an evening of total ear-destruction. 
Three bands were billed that night: 
INVOCATOR - DK-famous death, 
were opening followed by Austrian 
grind terror noise shit-band DI- 
SHARMONIC ORCHESTRA, - 
and ofcourse the nights main event; 
INCUBUS. 

-Those of you who have seen IN- 
VOCATOR live, know that they 
sound pretty much the same at eve- 
ry gig, and since I’ve seen ’em atle- 
ast 5 times within the last year they 
didn’t surprice me in any way. 
Though they presented a couple of 
new compositions, they still sound 
like they’ve always done. (See 
PROGRESS Issue 1, for further in- 
fo on INVOCATOR). 
DISHARMONIC ORCHESTRA is 
honestly not my cup of tea, so it’s 
pretty hard for me to say anything 
possitive about ’em. 

INCUBUS however is definately a 
strong cocktail mixed just the way I 
want it. And I must say, they fully 
lived up to my high expectations. - 
They are a really cool act, no doubt 
about it. 

Well...Doing an interview with a 
non tattooed band seems a little ri- 
diculous for a «tattoo»-magazine, 
but nevertheless we talked alot 
about tattoos. New bass-man Mark 
Lavenia was the guy I talked to, 
and he was pretty keen on getting 
tattooed. But as he said: «J don’t 
just wanna get tattooed, I'll wait 
untill I’ve found the right motive! - 
Everybody have Metal-like tattoos, 
I’d rather want tribal kind a 
stuff!». 

We'll return to the tattoo-talk later 
on in the interview, now let’s begin 
with the beginning: 


INCUBUS started in Febuary 1986 
with the brothers Moyses & Francis 
M. Howard on drums bzw. guitars 
and Scot W. Latour vocals/bass. 
After the recording of their debut 
LP «SERPENT TEMPTATION» 
Scot W. Latour «left» the band (or 
something like that). He was repla- 
ced by a guy named Marc (NOT La- 
venia, -something else!), he also 
had to leave the band though. This 
ment that the brothers were again 
on their own, and they decided to 
record their new album with Francis 
handeling the bass and the vocals 
aswell. New bass-man Marc Lave- 
nia joined the band shortly after, 
completing the strong line-up in ti- 
me to do extended European tou- 
ring. 


PROGRESS: Well Marc... How do 
you feel joining a band with a new 
szbum out that you’ve had nothing 
to do with? 

MARC: I don’t mind really, I kinda 
like the material on the album, and 
Ill hopefully get the chance on the 
next one! 

PROGRESS: I’m sure you will.An- 
yway; how’s the scene in Florida? -I 
mean, alot of bands seem to come 
out of there! 

MARC: Yeah, kinda like mushro- 
oms eh! Ha ha... 

PROGRESS: Ha ha...etc. 

MARC: Well, there is a pretty good 
scene in Florida, though there 
aren’t that many «kids», -most of 
the people who come at gigs are pe- 
ople from other bands, and general- 
ly the ordiences in Florida, and else- 
where in the U.S. are a couple of ye- 
ars older than in Europe. -I’m sur- 
prised so young they are in Europe! 
PROGRESS: Talking of bands: A 
large number of mainly Death- 
metal bands from all over the world 
come to Tampa to record in Morri- 
sound, howcome? 

MARC: I dunno, -I guess that Mor- 
risound has it’s own special sound 
that suites many Death-metal acts; 
and ofcourse there’s a little prestige 
in it aswell. 

PROGRESS: | know you weren’t in 
the band then, but do you have any 
idea why INCUBUS left Brutal Re- 
cords and signed N.B.R. instead? 


MARC: Well, I think it was some- 
thing with the distribution, Brutal 
Records didn’t seem to do enough 
for the band, and the offer from 
N.B.R. was pretty cool, so... 
PROGRESS: We talked about tat- 
toos earlier on, you said you want 
to wait till you’ve found the right 
motive, could you elaborate that a 
bit? 

MARC: Yeah! What I mean is that 
I don’t just want ANY motive; I 
kinda want something I can relate 
to, ya’ know what I mean? 
PROGRESS: Yes, | feel the same 
way, you say you like Tribal-style 
tattooing; any particular reason for 
that? 

MARC: Well, I guess, eh I don’t 
know, I think it’s beautyful. -It’s 
hard to answer that question, I ha- 
ven’t really thought about it, I just 
kinda like it! 

PROGRESS: Do vou think tattoos 
among musicians is a trend? -I me- 
an; alot of bands have tattoos no- 
wadays, like SEPULTURA who we 
also feature in this issue? 

MARC: Well, it might be a trend, 
but I think it’s a trend that has co- 
me to stay. The new bands that start 
up now look at their «idols», and 
say «WOW! They have tattoos; we 
need that too!» I don’t nessesarely 
agree with that, ’cos a band like Se- 
pultura are already famous, and 
make a living by playing, so they 
probably won’t have to go find a 
«desent» job later on in their lives. 
But alot of other musicians who 
aren’t famous do have to go find a 
job to make a living. And many 
employers won’t hire people with 
tattoos, -so to all you newcommers 
out there: «Don’t just get tattooed 
because Sepultura or anybody else 
have tattoos. -Do it because you re- 
ally want to, -and choose your mo- 
tives carefully!» 

PROGRESS: | think that was a co- 
ol finnal comment, thanx alot for 
the interview Marc, hope to catch 
you some other time OK! 

MARC; Thanx to you too...etc 
(-And the usual crap...!?)
